States, has countenanced the act of the 
traitor to his country and enemy of 
mankind by repeated and public expres- 
sions of indifference to the act or its 
results."

treal from Paterson, X. J., with the in- 
tention of killing the Duke of York on 
his arrival. 
The police look upon the 


letter as a hoax. 


Liable to Lose His Head 


Constantinople, Sept. 12.—At a meet- 


ing of the Ottoman council of state, a 
son of Sheikh-ul-Islam created a sen- 
sation by rebuking the assembly for re- 
jecting a measure intended for the bene- 
fit of the Christian population. 
He 


denounced the present system of gov- 
ernment, which, he declared, had 
brought ruin on the country and ridicule 
on the empire. 
He added that he was 


aware that his remarks would be re- 
ported to the sultan, but that he was 
quite prepared to repeat them fa the 
sultan's presence.

The First Matter to Come Be- 


fore Court of Inquiry 


CHALLENGE OFCOMPETENOY 


Will Be Made by Counsel For Soltlejr, 


on the Grounds That He Had Ex- 
pressed an Opinion Adverse to the 


r Admiral—Witnesses on Hand 


Washington, 
Sept. 12.—The navfl 


court of inquiry to investigate the con- 
duct of Rear Admiral Schley, during the 
West Indian campaign, convened in the 
new gunshop in the navy yard here to- 
day. 


Admiral Dewey, the president of the 


court, has announced that there will be 
no delay. 
The sessions will be held 


each day, and the court will sit every 
day, except Sunday. The admiral has 
received his gavel from Commander 
Baird, made from teakwood taken from 
the Spanish cruiser Reina Mercedes, 
with which to open the court. 


Admiral Dewey decided that, as the 


court was called strictly for business, 
he would waive, as far as consistent 
with the dignity of Ihe court, all osten- 
tation not required by the regulations. 


Although no positive statement on 


that point is made, it is gathered frou. 
the attitude of the government officers 
that they have no present intention to 
maintain the full ceremonial of he court; 
there is no disposition on the part of its 
members to try to magnify its import- 
ance by useless ceremony. 


Today they went to the navy yard iu 


plain clothing, and thus relieved the 
commandant of the necessity of order- 
ing an official salute. 
In the retiring 


room adjacent to the court room they 
arrayed themselves 'in what is known 
as the naval dress uniform. 


At I o'clock the members of the court 


will be seated, Admiral Dewey at the 
center of the table, with Rear Admiral 
Benham at his right and Rear Admiral 
Howison on his left. 
The witnesses 


will stand at the left end of *he table, 
next to the official stenographer ami 
the judge advocate. 
Captain Lemley, 


with Solicitor Hanna, his associate in 
the case, will occupy the other end of 
the table. 


The judge advocate first will address 


the court, and read the precept under 
Which it is convened. 
The next step 


will be the recognition of counsel by 
the court. 
Next will come the most 


interesting part of the day's proceed- 
ings, namely, the challenging by Ad- 
miral Schley's counsel of the compe- 
tency of Rear Admiral Howison as a 
member of the court. 
They will re- 


iterate to«s charge that Admiral How- 
ison had expressed an opinion adverse 
to Admiral Schley, and it will be the 
object of counsel to support this cliarge 
by affidavits and perhaps by oral testi- 
mony. 
It 
is for the court to say 


whether such testimony will be ad- 
mitted. 
The expectation is that an 


hour or two will be consumed in argu- 
ment by counsel, directed to two mem- 
bers of the court whose competency is" 
not questioned. 


Admiral Dewey and Rear Admiral 


Benham then will retire and determine 
whether or not the statements presented 
are sufficint to make manifest the in- 
competency of Rear Admiral Howison. 


Captain Cook, who commanded the 


Brooklyn during the West Indian cam- 
paign, probably will be the first wit- 
ness. 


The headquarters of Admiral Schley 


was a scene of great activity yesterday. 
Up to noon five of the witnesses named 
by the admiral had been informed by 
counsel of the line of testimony to be ex- 
pected from them when called before 
the court. 
They were 
Lieutenant 


Eberle, Lieutenant Ackerman, Lieuten- 
ant Johnson and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Nicholson, all of whom were on 
the Oregon during the Santiago fight, 
and Lieutenant Webster, who was on 
Admiral Schley's flagship, the Brooklyn, 
during the fight. 


Admiral Schley and his counsel say 


they are in complete readiness for what 
is looked on as on» tf the greatest naval 
trials in history. 


The formal challenge to Admiral 


Howison is a very brief document, and, 
according to counsel, will be supported 
by several witnesses who will be ready 
to appear, including Mr. Frost, of the 
Boston Record, which printed the al- 
leged interview with Admiral Howison. 


The names of the other witnesses who 


are expected by the Schley counsel to 
substantiate the authenticity of the 
Howison interview are withheld pend- 
ing their appearance before the court 
Counsel last evening examined George 
E. Graham of Albany, the newspaper 
correspondent, who was on Admiral 
Schley's flagship daring the Santiag"o 
campaign, and went over the lines of 
his testimony with him.

It is iiiteratingcto watch gold beaters 


at work in a K»ld leaf factory. These 
men, whoso skins are sallow from the 
stains of gold,'take np ingots first of the 
virgin metal, pass them between steel 
rollers, whence ithey come forth like pie 
crust, and pass then through closer and 
closer rollers, until they are bat little 
thicker than paper. The sheets of gold 
are next placed between pieces of leather 
that are called gold beaters' skins, and 
men beat tLtm through the skins with 
mallets until they are reduced to an un- 
imaginable tenuity. It has often been 
proved that a skilled gold beater can 
turn out gold leaves so thin that it wonld 
take 282,000 of them to make the thick- 
ness of an inch; so tbin that if formed 
in a book 1,500 of them would only oc- 
cupy the space of a single leaf of paper.

NOT ADMITTED 
TO BAIL 


Arguments For Writs of Habeas Cor. 


pus Will Bo Heard Tomorrow—Her 
Counsel Says Constitutional Re- 
quirements Have Been Ignored 


Chicago, Sept. 12.—Magistrate Prin- 


diville yesterday decided that Emma 
Goldman, the anarchistic lecturer un- 
der arrest here, should be held until Fri- 
day next, without bail, pending the de- 
cision of similar cases in tlfe supreme 
court. 


The magistrate will decide tomorrow 


whether she shall be held without bail 
or be released under bonds until the 
preliminary hearing of the charge 
against her, which is set for Sept. 19. 


Miss Goldman had not secured coun- 


sel, but declared that she was ready to 
act as her own attorney. 
The assist- 


ant city prosecutor, however, obtained 
a continuance of the hearing till Sept. 
10, the date set for the hearing of the 
other Chicago anarchists in custody. Mr. 
Owens, the prosecutor, stated tbat the 
result of an investigation at Buffalo was 
being awaited. 


The court postponed its decision in the 


matter of bail, which Miss Goldman 
demanded the privilege of furnishing, 
until later in the day. 
While waiting, 


Judge Chetlain, in the superior court, 
held the other anarchists until Friday, 
•when, he said, he would hear arguments 
in the application for writs of habeas 
corpus. 


As the charge against Miss Goldman, 


"conspiracy to murder William McKin- 
ley," is the one lodged against the local 
anarchists, who are named as co-con- 
spirators with Miss Goldman, Magis- 
trate Prindiville thought it wise to 
await the decision of the higher court 
He said it would not be necessary for 
counsel to apply for a writ for Miss 
Goldman, as he would deal exactly with 
Miss Goldman as Judge Chetlain did 
with the other prisoners. 


Miss Goldman was later represented 


by lawyers Brown, Geeting and Saltiel. 
Lawyer Geeting argued that the matter 
must be disposed of according to well 
known rules of law. 
"When a party is 


brought into court, charged with any 
criminal offense," he said, "that party 
has a right to an immediate hearing. 
The constitution of Illinois declares that 
all persons shall be bailable by sufficient 
sureties, except for capital 
offenses, 


where the proof is evident and the pre-" 
sumption great. In this case." he said, 
"the affidavit filed does not conform with 
the law, which requires an 
oral 


examination, the affidavit to be based on 
that oral examination. 
It should be 


upon personal knowledge as to the facts. 


"That," said counsel, "is a provision of 


the constitution which we are all sworn 
to support, and the ignoring of which 
is a denial of the right of government 
to guarantee the rigbts of the citizen." 
Counsel then contended that none of 
these constitutional requirements had 
been complied with in the case of Miss 
Goldman. 


Investigating Secret Meetings 


Cleveland, Sept. 12.—The police of a 


dozen cities are using every endeavor to 
obtain evidence that will demonstrate 
that Emma Goldman held a number of 
secret meetings while iu Cleveland, last 
May, and tbat it was at one of these tbat 
she made the incendiary speech which 
inflamed the mind of Czoglosz, and 
caused him to shoot President MoKin- 
ley. 
Not only will they try to prove 


this, but tl)ey will attempt to show that 
while in Cleveland meetings were held 
at which the assassination of the pres- 
ident was planned.

A QUEER COINCIDENCE. 


The Story of a Stolen Watch, and It* 


Timely Recovery.

The following is a 


narration of an occurrence that, wonder- 
ful and improbable as.it may seem, nev- 
ertheless happened in this city.

Gathering Clove*. 


'Cloves ere now cultivated in many ot 
the tropical regions of the earth A clove 
tree begins to bear at the nge of 10 years 
and continues unfT? it reaches the age o» 
75 years. There are two crops a year, 
one in June and one in December. 


The tree is an evergreen and prows 


from 40 to SO feet high, with large oblong 
leaves and crimson flowers at the end ot 
small branches in clusters of from 10 to 
20. The tre« belongs to the same bo- 
tanical order as the guava. The cloves, 
which arc the undeveloped buds, are at 
first white. theiAtfight green and at the 
(imp of gathering bright ied. 
1 Pieces of white cloth arc spread under 
the trees at harvesting lime, and the 
branches are beatcu gently with bamboo 
sticks until the cloves drop. 
They arc 


dried in the sun, being tossed about 
daily until they attain tho rich dark color 
which proclaims them ready for ship- 
ment.

The confession, which is now in the 


bans of District Attorney Penney, was 
forced from Czolgosz by torture. 


The Herald adds that 
when first 


brought in Czolgosz refused to talk, 
.but that after a session with the po- 
lice he was very willing to make full 
tonfession 
to Superintendent 
Bull. 


When one of the police was asked if 
be gave him the "third degree," he re- 
plied. "He got the 
thirty-third de- 


' gree." 


' If it is true ,as the Herald says, that 
there are not many in this country 
who will protest against this resort 
to tortura, then this unfortunate at- 
tempt on the life of the president is 
•having a very evil effect upon the 
country. 


In fact there is already abundant' 


evidence of this evil effect. 
Minis- 


ters of the gospel and city fathers 
and other men of 
prominence who 


ought to throw their influence for law 
and order have been giving counte- 
nance to the chief idea of the anar-

1 CREDIT EXCHANGE 


The members of the Springfield board 


of trade have organized what they call 
a credit exchange and have incoraor- 
ated it under the laws of West Vir- 
ginia with a capital stock 'of $5000. 
According ta the Republican, the ob- 
ject is "to furnish 
information 
to 


business men regarding persons who 
do not pay their debts. It will be a 
source of protection, to its members. 
A subordinate feature will be the col- 
lection of bad debts. Xvhich will be a 
part of the work of the clerk." 


It does not appear from this that 


the new organization is to ._"»rk on 
the lines that are now being proposed 
by certain business men and finan- 
ciers—that of exchanging and clearing 
credits and debts among merchants 
just as the banks do in a clearing 
house. 
The name suggests, however, 


that that excellent 
movement 
may 


have found some favor among Spring- 
field business men and that the Re- 
publican Jid not include all the ob- 
jects of the new association. 


The credit exchange as advocated 


in certain Quarters is simply a mer- 
chants' clearing house, and an expla- 
nation of ils workings is easy to 'one 
who understands how the bankers' 
clearing houses does its work. 


We will suppose that there were 30 


of our local merchants in such an or- 
ganization end that there were settle- 
ments once a month—they might be 
weekly or at any other specified per- 


iod. 
On the appointed day each mem- 


ber would make out certificates of the 
am'ount each one of the other members 
was indebted to him, and would give 
them to his representative in the cre- 
dit exchange. 
The 30 representatives 


would meet at the exchange, 
debts 


and credits would be passed and the 
balance of the whole received from 
or paid to c-ach representative by the 
secretary of the exchange. 


This simple method of clearing up 


accounts at stated times has many 
advantages, and if generally adopted 
—that is if the membership in the 
exchange included a large share of 
the town's merchants 
and 
business 


men—would do as much for the bus- 
iness interests of a community as the 
clearing house has for banks. 


It would put business on a much 


more satisfactory basis by guaran- 
teeing to each member quite a large 
number of his book accounts and in- 
suring quick and satisfactorw collec- 
tions with the least am'ount of work. 


It would allow the transaction of a 


much larger volume of business with 
the same amount of circulating medi- 
um and wonld bring credit business to 
the safer and more satisfactory basis 
now enjoyed by the banks. 


And when we contemplate the situ- 


ation where such exchanges have been 
established all through the country 
and banded together, we may dream 
of the day when panics will be shorn 
of half their terrors and disastrous 
effects to business, if ihey do not dis- 
appear altogether—for they thrive and 
are prolonged by the present unsatis- 
factory conditions under which cred- 
its are extended. 


The day of the credit exchange -will 


surely come, and it will work greater 
changes in the business world than the 
trust has in the Industrial; and they 
will be far more satisfactory changes 
and with fewer difficult problems in 
their wake.

also 
been help 
from other sources. 


Rev. Fr. Pillarella, the Italian priest, 
has been interested in the case and ef- 
forts have been made to send the fam- 
ily where they would be properly cared 
for. 
Mrs. Gigliotti's husband, who Is 


in an insane asylum in Italy, 
is 
a 


naturalized American citizen, and the 
children were born in PUtsburg, Pa., to 
which 
place the woman wants to go, 


as was stated yesterday. The 
city 


almoner has no right to send the fam- 
ily there, out if they go to Tewsbury 
the authorities will in all probability 
send them to Pittsburg, 
where they 


have 
a legal residence. Two of the 


children are now sick with the meas- 
le£, and as peon as they are able to eo 
the family Trill be sent to Tewksburv. 


The Italians of the city, while not 


wealthy, do much for each other in 
case of need, and they were annoved 
to 
have it represented that they al- 


lowed any tone to become as destitute 
as this family was said to be Mrs. 
GigHotti's 
sister and her 
husabnd 


gave them thelter and done all they 
could 
for them in other ways, 
but 


they are not able to support 
them. 


They 
deserve 
credit for what they 


have done, as do others who have as- 
sisted them, and those whose feelings 
were stirred by yesterday's recital in 
the papers may rest assured that the 
woman and her children have not ac- 
tually suffered. They have not been 
able 
to 
live as people should live 


since arriving in this city, 
but have 


not gone hungry or slept tout of doors 
unless on some hot nights, 
w*en on 


account 
of the heat the piazza was 


preferable to the inside of thc house.

GRANT AND LINCOLI*, 


Personal 
Recollection Given in Lec- 


ture by Gen. Wilson at the Greylocfc 


Gen. James Grant WUson, who is 


Bpfi.ding the summer at the Kappa 
Alpha lodge, delivered a lecture in the 
parlors of the Greyleck hotel last eve- 
ning,* on 
"Personal 
recollections of 


Grant and Lincoln." The lecture was 
for the benefit of a local charity and 
was 
largely attended. The speaker 


•was introduced by Dr_ Franklin Car- 
t«r, whose resignation as president of 
Williams college took effect Septem- 
ber 1. 


In opening his lecture, Gen. Wilson 


•went back to the time of George Wash 
Ington and followed a closely identi- 
fied path throughout. 


"By the general opinion of the En- 


glish-speaking world," he said, "Wash 
Ington, Lincoln and Grant 
are 
ac- 


cepted as the three great Americans. 
Washington the founder, Lincoln the 
liberator and Grant the savior of our 
country. With the pater patrlas jt was 
ray good fortune as a youth to enjoy 
many agreeable associations 
through 


intimacies with some of tfiose 
who 


were near and dear to him. With the 
martyred president it was my privi- 
lege to have had a pleasing1 acquaint- 
ance extending over a period of six 
years. And with the illustrious sol- 
dier I enjoyed an Intimacy extending 
»>vCi a, quarter of a century less one 
year." 
. The speaker mentioned Lincoln's ap- 
pearance as he first saw him and told 
of Ws wish that he might have been 
alive at the time of Washington so 
that he could have tried conclusions 
with him in a wrestling match. He 
then followed him to Washington in 
the president's chair and told of his 
visit to his (Gen. Wilson's) brother at 
Fredericksburg, \ where he had been 
seriously wounded, and of his kindness 
toward him. 


He told of his visit to the theater 


with Lincoln a few weeks before his 
death. A remarkable coincidence was 
that the party occupied the same box 
of the theater in which Lincoln was 
afterward shot, and that the party 
was the same with the exception of 
Gen. Wilson. v 


General Wilson, in.speaking of Lin- 


"xjoln produced a photograph of the 
martyred president .which had been 
given to him by the president himself. 
It was the last picture which Lincoln 
ever had taken, and is highly prized^ 
by its owner_ 


In closing the speaker 
said: 
"It 


would perhaps be idle to speculate as 
to the condition of our country today 
If these three providential 
men of 


•whom I have spoken had not been born 
It may be doubted whether independ- 
ence could have been achieved with- 
out the aid of Washington. It may 
. also be questioned whether the in- 


tegrity 
of the 
republic could have 


been maintained without Lincoln and 
Grant. But this country will continue 
to cherish their memories in saecula 
caecularum and upon the adamant of 
their fame the stream of time will beat 
without injury."

/HE GREAT DISMAL SWAMP. 


A Region Stranee and Interesting, 


Weird and Solitary. 


The Great Dismal swamp is a region 


strange and interesting, weird and soli- 
tary. It occupies a billowy plain some 40 
miles in length by 25 miles in breadth 
along the Atlantic seaboard, extending 
from Suffolk, Va., in a southerly direc- 
tion, well into the bounds of North Caro- 
lina. 


Its deep shades, great stretches of 


brake and its solitude make it a region 
of interest. To the naturalist and sports- 
man it has much to offer. In its silent 
fastnesses the'black bear finds a home 
admirably adapted to his protection and 
in every way favorable to his increase. 
Here amid the dense growth of under- 
brush and timber he may live in com- 
parative safety, and there is perhaps no 
locality in the whole eastern United 
States of like extent which can offer a 
larger bear population than this great 
morass. Tke white tailed deer is also an 
abundant denizen of the swamp, fre- 
quenting the elevated parts. 


In addition to the deer and bears, there 


is a big game feature of a rather unusual 
nature. 
The swamp abounds in wild 


cows. These animals, of a brown color 
and somewhat smaller than the ordinary 
cow, 
having for many years been under 


the peculiar conditions of the swamp, un- 
til they are almost completely specialized, 
are extremely wild. They are feralized 
from the herds of the farms adjacent to 
the swamp, and are the descendants of 
cattle which many years back wandered 
into the fastnesses and were lost to their 
owners, finally becoming wild. Being no 
longer recognized as property the sports- 
man may call game all that he may have 
the prowess to shoot. 


Lake Drummond, some ten miles from 


Suffolk, Va., is the only great body of 
water in the swamp. It is a beautiful 
sheet of water, of an oval contour and 
fringed with a heavy growth of timber, 
mostly cypress, white cedar and black 
gum. 
Its water is of a dark color owing 


to the decaying vegetation of the sur- 
rounding country, but is suitable to 
drink, and possesses the quality of re- 
maining pure longer than most other 
water. For this reason it is often car- 
ried to sea by sailors on long voyages. 


The characteristic mammalian fauna is 


of a semitropical nature as regards the 
smaller forms, while there are many 
tropical plants. Of birds there are not 
many kinds, prothonotary, hooded and 
Swainson's warblers and the Maryland 
yellowthroat being the principal smaller 
forms. The trees, some of which are 
primeval, are large and beautiful, while 
there is a luxuiiant growth of ferns and 
aquatic plants. Cane grows in profu- 
sion.—Forest and Stream. 


CULINARY CAPERS. 


A round of broiled Hamburg steak with 


a crisp slice of delicate bacon on top is 
delicious. 


Stock intended for dear soup must be 


skimmed as it boils and as long as the 
Ecum continues to rise. 


A layer of sliced onions placed on the 


top of a roast of beef and allowed to cook 
there will give a delicious flavor to the 
meat, while their distinctive flavor will 
not be noticeable. 


Minced or stewed potatoes or any prep- 


aration of that sort should never be stir- 
red with an iron spoon, as it is in many 
kitchens. 
A plated silver fork kept for 


the purpose or a wooden salad fork is 
much better. 


Cream vegetable soups should be ac- 


companied with squares of toasted bread; 
oyster and clam soups with pickles and 
crackers. Croutons should be served with 
purees; with gumbo boiled rice is the ac- 
companiment. 


Cauliflower should be placed head down 


in cold, salted water for 10 or 15 minutes 
before cooking, t» draw out insects. In 
boiling, slightly salted water should be 
used, and the bead should bo placed 
downward in the kettle. 


Plea For Simple Bed*. 


Two in a bed is the usual custom of 


sleeping, in the United States at Iran. 
and also in Canada and England; but in 
Germany and France single beds are the 
rule. 
The latter plan is more healthful 


and comfortable. It la gradually coming 
into use in this country. Single beds in- 
volve more linen, more work in making 
beds and more washing, but I never 
knew a family to return to the old plan 
after once giving single beds a fair trial. 
Especially in summer is the single bed to 
be preferred, o*r even sleeping on the 
floor, to two in a bed. Many families de- 
clare they never knew what comfort was 
during the summer nights until they 
adopted the single bods. I might add a 
word of protost against allowing babies 
or young children to sleep with old peo- 
ple. 
The latter certainly draw upon the 


vitality of the former. This is probably 
true as between any bedfellows one of 
whom is sickly or less strong than the 
other. 
Consumption and other diseases 


have often been communicated from one 
bedfellow to another.—Good Hous'ekeep- 
ing, 


An Antidote to Potion Ivy. 


In addition to the aids of the druggist!' 


lotions, nature is said to have provided a 
most efficient remedy for poison ivy poi- 
eoning in the shape of the widely spread 
flower known as "spotted touchmenot," 
or Impntiens fulva. It is also called th« 
"jewel weed" and is abundant in the wa- 
ter courses during June and July, when 
the Rhus toxicodendron and the Rhns ve- 
nenata are most poisonous. The color of 
the flower of "spotted touchmenot" is a 
deep orange, and the spots are of a red- 
dish brown. The lip forms a sack not 
much unlike the moccasin flower, and it 
ends in a curved spur. 
The seed pods- 


burst if slightly touched and scatter the 
seeds nil around. To this peculiar prop- 
erty the plant owes its common name. 
It is also called "noli me tangere" and 
"n'y touches! pas." 
The remedy Is ap- 


plied by expressing the Jui<vs of the plant 
and applying it to the ekin which ha» | 


poisoned.—Popular Science Ncwfc *_.

A CHIEF DISPATCHER. 


One Railroad Official "Who Una All 


"R'ork nnd So Play. 


The chief train dispatcher "handles the 


power," distributes the cars to the vari- 
ous stations, decides what freight trains 
shall be run and is in immediate charge 
of the countless details that arise in the 
operation of trains. 
The duties of the 


superintendent and the trainmaster keep 
them away from the office about half the 
time, traveling up and down the liue, 
stopping overnight at important stations 
and terminals. The chief dispatcher is 
always at headquarters and is the man of 
details,, lie is assisted by a "trick dis- 
patcher" for each dispatching district. 
Like the sentinels at Gibraltar, the three 
trick dispatchers never leave their post 
unguarded. 
It may happen for a few 


minutes some Sunday night that there is 
not a train running, "not a wheel a-turnin 
on the division," as the men say, but 
there sits the dispatcher, the ever ready 
representative of the official staff, the in- 
carnation of alert admiuiitration. Where 
business is heavy and the management is 
progressive there is a night chief also, 
who thus rendeis the position of chief 
dispatcher uninterrupted. 


These chiefs work 12 hours each, as the 


nervous tension is less than that of a 
trick dispatcher, /who is "glued to tho 
train wire" his entire tour. In the ab- 
eence of a night chief the details are look- 
ed after by the trick dispatcher, whose 
work' becomes much more responsible. 
The chief in such a case usually comes 
down after supper and maps out the 
night work and sometimes breaks in later 
with Instructions on the train wire, which 
is "cut in" at his room. 


The railroad man is seldom entirely out 


of touch with his work. The telegraph 
Bounder lulls the tired chief to rest and 
wakes him in the morning. So trained is 
his ear that if wanted at night the dis- 
patcher has to "sound" the private call 
on the wire only a few times to elicit a 
response from the sleeping chief. 
On 


Sundays the chief is on hand most of the 
day in obedience to the unwritten, rail- 
road commandment, "Six days shalt thou 
labor, and the seventh come down to the 
office and catch up.iJ 
In most occupa- 


tions "all work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy," but in railroading it makes 
him a bright boy, so stimulating and fas- 
cinating is the excitement of the work.— 
Century. 


Rise of the Mtutache. 


The custom, of wearing mnsiaches did 


not prevail ia France until the reign of 
Louis Philippe, when it becama obliga- 
tory in the whole French army. In Eng- 
land the mustacho WPS worn by hussars 
after the peace of 1815, and it was not 
until the close of the Crimean war that 
English civilians as well as English sol- 
diers in general wore hair on the lip. 


Shortly after the mustache came into 


favor among gentlemen Horace Mayhew 
was passing through an English country 
town, and was immediately noted and 
followed by a small army of children, who 
pointed to his lip and called ouc de- 
risively: 


"He's got whiskers under his snout!

MAPPING THE OCEANS. 


Navy Department Trying to Lo- 


cate Drift of Currents. 


SEOUBED IS HOTEL WAI. 


Bottle* Have Been Floated on 


tbe Blffh Sea«— One Dottle Drifted 
Over Eight ThonMnd Mile* In Two 


— Velocity Gre«te*t In. th» 


Region. 


1 Tbe navy department is now engaged 
to preparation of a large map of the 
oceans of the world, showing the drift 
of currents, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the St Lonis Qlobe- 
' Democrat. The data which will be con- 
tained in the map have been secured hi 
• novel way. They have come to the de- 
partment in beer bottles. For the past 
two years the United States has been 
•ending ont on every ship that could 
be induced to carry them hundreds of 
beer bottles. In these directions are 
sealed in seven different languages. 
The ship carrying the bottles notes 
carefully certain locations by longitude 
and latitude, places these in the sealed 
bottles and casts them adrift. Days 
and months pass before these are pick- 
ed up. The skipper who takes them 
from the water is asked to note the 
latitude and longitude at which they, 
are secured and estimate the probable 
distance they have traveled since being | 
thrown overboard originally. 
Scores 


of these bottles have been returned to 
the navy department 


Russia is closely co-operating with 


this government in carrying out the 
Idea, and instructions are issued by 
each hydrographic office that any bot- 
tle picked up at sea by the skipper of 
gome ship not of that government shall 
be at once reported. All American and 
Russian merchant warships are ex- 
pected to note the locality of bottles 
they may find drifting about and to 
again turn them adrift after observing 
the original places they were thrown in- 
to the sea indicated on the waterproof 
paper supplied by the two governments 
to ships assisting in the plan. 


Recent reports present some remark- 


tble drifts of bottles, several having 
gone as far as the distance across tho 
ocean and one double that distance. 
They vary from only a few miles to 
over thirty-five a day, which is almost 
.the average of the usual derelict ex- 
posed to tbe wind, and often borne 
•long rapidly by tbe small portion of 
woodwork above water serving as a 
catch for the breezes. One bottle has 
the record of 4,200 miles traversed in 
657 days at the average rate of T^j 
miles a day. Thla bottle wa» thsown 
'overboard from tbe ship Comliebank of 
'the Spanish mercBant service. Another 
drifted 3,000 miles In 6&i days at the 
average of 5% miles a day, white a 
third traveled 3,600 miles In* 478 days. 


The most remarkable drift of all, 


bowever, was that of a bottle that 
.went seventy miles in two days, or at 
'the rate of thirty-five miles a day. An- 
other traveled 200 miles In eight days. 
at the rate of 25.S miles a day, while 
•till another 3,100 miles In 164 days, at 
tbe rate of-ten miles a day. The latter 
•bows the quickest drift for long dis- 
tance of any bottle reported. 


Long distance drifting in the Pacific 


to especially noticeable in the reports 
received here. Uuch 24, 1887, a bot- 
tle was tossed Into the sea from the 


.{tockirarst and after drifting for 


742 days was picked up, having cover- 
ed in a direct liae *,100 miles, or the 
entire distance from San Francisco to 
China. Its average rate was 2.9 knots 
a day. Another bottle thrown Into the 
sea from the Spanish ship Belmont on 
Oct. 
10, 1896, and reported June 24, 


1899, traveled 7,600 miles in the Inter- 
val, at the rate of 7.7 knots a day. Still 
another, thrown Into the sea Septem- 
ber, 1898, and reported fourteen months 
after, had drifted 5,200 miles, at the 
rate of 12.3 knots a day. The number 
of bottles picked up and investigated 
Increases each year. 


The main features indicated in th« 


drift are that bottles thrown into the 
sea near the equatorial and trade wind 
region tend to the westward and usual- 
ly bring up In the West Indies or on 
the Mexican coast, as evidenced by tho 
numerous bottles cast adrift between 
Madeira and Cape San Boqne, off the 
coast of Brazil. Along tbe American 
coast and north of the fortieth parallel 
these conditions are reversed. 
Here 


the general set of the waters Is to tbe 
northward and eastward, and bottles 
put in the sea in that region usually 
find their way to the north coast of 
Ireland or even farther north. This is 
unquestionably due to tbe Influence of 
the gnu! stream, which takes an east- 
erly and northerly direction after 
spreading out In midocean. Here, too, 
the velocity is much less than in the 
equatorial regions. 


The average velocity dally of the

The cable dispatch from Peking td 


the effect that Mr. H. G. Soniers, first 
secretary of the United States legation 
to China, was on his way home wlta 
several, carloads of very valuable por- 
celains, bronzes and carvings, which he 
intends to present to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York city, has 
attracted a great deal of attention 
among those interested in art matters 
ancl has given rise also to a number of 
questions. Mr. Bunge of New York 
and Flushing, who has been engaged 
In purchasing objects of art in China 
for seventeen years, was one of those 
who seemed a little in the dark as to 
just what the dispatch concerning Mr. 
Squiers' treasures and the dispensation 
he proposed to make of them meant. 
Mr. Range returned from China last 
July and had heard a good deal abont 
Mr. Squlers' purchases, and to a New 
York Sun reporter be spoke quite freely 
on the subject Just before starting back 
to China the other afternoon. 


"I suppose— in fact, I am quite sure, 


he said, "that the collection which Mr. 
Squlers has came for the most part 
from the palace of Yen Li Sen, who at 
the time the legations were besieged in 
Peking was treasurer of the empire. 
Yen Li Sen, who had been for a long 
time the Chinese embassador to Ber- 
lin, was thoroughly familiar with the 
powers of the western world, and he 
bad the courage to warn the empress 
dowager that unless the legations were 
released and protected the trumpets of 
foreign armies would be heard under 
the walls of Peking within a month. 
He even went further than that When

to the governors of the provinces to 
kill all the foreigners, it was Yen Li 
Sen who had the courage to change the 
order before it was promulgated so 
that it became a mandate to protect all 
the foreigners. 


"Yen 
Li Sen had also been very ac- 


tive in protecting so far as he could 
the foreign religious institutions and 
those connected with them. In fact, so 


j conspicuous were his efforts to behalf 


of the foreigners that through the in- 
fluence of Prince Tuaii and others 
abont the empress be was arraigned 
before her majesty, with the result 
that by her order he was led out and 
Instantly killed. They did not wait to 
go through the formality of catting his 
head off in the usual manner. They 
simply took him out and then and there 
cut him in two through the body. 


"Now, 
Yen Li Sen was one of the 


most expert connoisseurs in porcelains 
there was in all China, and his collec- 
tion of art objects, which was worth 
$300,000 or $400,000, was famous. 
Among those who knew its value was 
Mgr. 
Favler, the present French Ro- 


man Catholic bishop in Peking. The 
moment the allied forces captured Pe- 
king Bishop Favier made a descent up- 
on Yen Li Sen's palace and completely 
stripped it of the enormously valuable 
collection of art objects, leaving the ar- 
ticles of coarser grain and less value to 
followers whose culture was not up to 
the bishop's standard. 
There were 


complaints made against Bishop Fa- 
vier for his conduct in this instance. 
If Yen Li Sen had been a Boxer, It was 
argued, the looting of his palace would 
not perhaps have appeared in quite so 
bad a light, but Yen Li Sen, so far 
from being a Boxer, was an enemy to 
the Borers and came to a horrible 
death simply on account of his efforts 
to gave the foreigners and their reli- 
gious institutions. All this was press- 
ed home upon Bishop Favier pretty 
sharply, and he went back to Prance 
saying that when he returned to China 
he would nave an explanation to make. 
He has been back in China for some 
time now, and no explanation has been 
forthcoming. 


"Mr. Squiers of our legation in Pe- 


king was one of the chief purchasers 
from Bishop Pavler of the articles tak- 
en from Yen Li Sen's palace, and he 
bought them, I believe, at so much be- 
low their value that the profit from 
them, if they were put upon the mar- 
ket, would be very large. Another 
American and two Chinamen were en- 
gaged with him in getting the collec- 
tion together, which 1 suppose is the 
collection referred to in the cable dis- 
patches as requiring several railroad 
ears to move. 


"Minister Conger, who was very 


scrupulous abont 
taking: 
anything 


whatever in all that riot of plundering, 
objected to Mr. Squiers soaking the 
purchase be did of Yen U Sen's collec- 
tion and, in fact, of going into the 
purchasing business in any way, he 
being a member of our diplomatic lega- 
tion. This, however, so far as I know, 
had no result. 


"In November or December of last 


year an effort'of some kind wae made 
to gettcoagress-'to admit this Squiera 
collection »& ttie country free of the 
60 per cent duty there is on such ar- 
ticles. This effort failed. I suppose if 
the collection was to reach here under 
the general assumption that it was to 
be presented to the Metropolitan »*~-

A $10,000.000 HAY CROP. 


Arizona's Alfalfa. Crop Estimated 


Worth That Thi« Tear. 


The great drought In the middle and 


western states and the consequent gen- 
eral scarcity of hay and grain is prov- 
ing a blessing to Arizona, says a Fhe- 
nix (Ariz.) dispatch to the New Yorfc 
Times. In this territory the heaviest 
harvest of wheat and barley that has 
ever been known has just been gather- 
ed, and two crops of alfalfa of unpre- 
cedented size are stored away safely. 
It is this great crop of alfalfa that will 
be of particular value to the ranchers 
of Arizona. While wheat and barley 
are grown profitably, the land In most 
of the agricultural districts is being 
gradually given over to the more re- 
munerative alfalfa. 


Arizona supplies hay to nearly all of 


northern Mexico, part of New Mexico 
and even ships into California and the 
northern states. 
By far the largest 


alfalfa section is about Phenix. In this 
valley there are nearly one hundred 
thousand acres of alfalfa, and §2,000,- 
000 is a conservative estimate this year 
of its value. From two to five crops 
will be gathered, averaging from one 
to one and a half tons per acre. The 
price of hay is now at $7 per ton and 
Is rising. 


In other parts of the territory the 


average production will not be as high 
as in the valley, but $10,000,000 as the 
total worth of Arizona's alfalfa will 
not be in excess of the final figures. 
Heretofore Arizona's alfalfa market 
has been restricted by the size of the 
hay crop in the east and the low prices 
at which it could be supplied to the 
southwest. There has always been a 
big profit, however, in putting it into 
the mining camps, where in some of 
the more isolated districts alfalfa has 
been sold at 560 per ton.

The thundershower of yesterday af- 


ternoon was the most severe electrical 
storm of the season, and the country 
surrounding North Adams appears to 
have suffered considerably from light- 
ning. 
In Williamstown a barn was 


struck by lighting and two men were 
shacked; in Northampton Ifiglhtnine' 
caused the instant death of Patrick 
Finn, a gieenkeeper at the Meadow 
golf links, Dr. Elmer H. Copeland of 
that city was injured and another man 
barely escaped; in Pittsfldd a house 
was struck and totally destroyed by 
fire; in Troy, there was a hard down- 
pour of rain and it is believed that 
there was a cloudburst; and in vari- 
ous sma'l places in this vicinity light- 
ning struck, but did no damage. 


The storm wag severe in this city, 


and for a ff»w minutes it rained hard, 
but the city escaped any sen"us dam- 
age. 
The volume of water was not 


sufficiently great to wash the streets 
to any extent. 


Wllllaiu»to\vn IQeu Shocked 


The large barn 
on the 
farm of 


Charles Bridges in Williamstown, was 
struck by lightning during yesterday's 
thunder storm and Mr. Bridges' son, 
Bernard Bridges, had a narrow escape 
from being killed. He had just steppec 
from the course which the lightning 
took and was rendered unconscious by 
the lightning's proximity. Tll» silo in 
the barn was somewhat shattered by 
the lightning and the big doors in the 
rear of the barn were damaged. 


When the storm came up Bernard 


Bridges was working 
in 
the 
silo, 


which occupies a part of the barn, and 
he had just left a ladder in the silo 
and stepped upon a scaffold when the 
lightning struck the barn. It entered 
the barn from the we«t side, passed" 
along the ladder, moving it, followed 
some hooks in the silo to an iron rod 
running from the silo to the north end 
of the barn, and made its exit by this 
iod and the track upon which the big 
doors run. The doors were shattered, 
and the interior of the 
silo showed 


plainly the path of the bolt. 


The shock knocked Mr. Bridges over 


backwards, and it was several minutes 
before rhe realized what had happened. 
Then he made his way to the house. 
He recovered shortly after and last 
night felt no ill effects from his ex- 
perience. 


The storm was the hardest elec- 


trical shower of the summer and the 
flashes of lightning were sharp 
and 


frequent, with heavy peals of thunder 
immediately following. 
One of the 


bolts passed near to the meat market 
of Henry Archambeault at the Station, 
for Fred Fortin, who was standing in 
the window of the market, received a 
shock which numbed his left arm for 
several minutes. The fire flashed from 
the Instruments 
in 
the 
telegraph 


offices and the operators were com- 
pelled to leave the keys. ""The circuit 
on the fire alarm system wag burned 
out and the line was useless until re- 
paired. One bolt struck a tree on the, 
hill north of the Station, shf ttering 
one limb. 


Train in the Storm 


Passengers on the train 
which ar- 


rives in this city from Troy at 4.52 
had an unpleasant 
experience just 


after the train left Troy. The streets 
in Troy were flooded and the water 
was pouring from a bridge over the 
tracks when the train came along. The 
water entered the car by the ventila- 
tors and struck the lamps, which had 
been lighted, and 16 lamp chimneys 
broke with a loud crack. For a minute 
the passengers could not understand 
the meaning of the breaking of the 
chimneys, but a trainman presently in 
formed them and there was no con- 
sternation. The conductor telegraphed 
to Williamstown to have chimneys in 
readiness 
when 
the train arrived 


and the train did not pass through 
the tunnel in darkness. The chimneys 
were taken from cars standing near 
the Williamstown depot and 
later 


those cars 
were supplied with new 


chimneys. 


The engine on the train was be- 


spattered 
with mud 
where it had 


struck dirt and sand which had been 
washed upon the track. The train 
was also several minutes late. 


House Burned In Flttefleld 


During the shower a house on the 


South mountain road, near Humph- 
rey's quarry, Pittsfield, and occupied 
by Peter Lavigne and family, was 
struck by lightning, and the building 
and contents 
were destroyed. Mrs. 


Lavigne wag with her children when 
the 
bolt 
descended, and although 


somewhat stunned they all escaped. A 
passerby assisted 
in the saving of 


several chairs, a 
table 
and parlor 


stove, but the flames made such rapid 
progress that nothing more could be 
gotten out. The house was owned by 
the Timothy O'Nej] estate, 
and 
the 


loss will be about $2000, partly insured. 
The building is out of the fire district 
and no apparatus responded. 


In Northampton 


Patrick Finn, who was killed in 


Northampton, and two members of the 
golf club, Dr. Copeland and F. N. 
Kneeland .cashier 
of the First na- 


tional bank of that city, sought shelter 
beneath a large tree. The fatal bolt 
descended while I^inn 
was 
leaning 


against the tree and death came in- 
stantly. 
The other two men were 


rendered unconscious. Both men felt 
the effects of the shock for some time, 
and last night Dr. Copeland had not 
fully recovered.
